Mr. Babson is advising his clients 
that if they do not wish to carry 
stocks during the period of low prices 
to liquidate at once. 


Wellesley Hills, Jlass.—Roger w. 


Babson is optimistic over the condition 
of the railroads, even tho he is not 
bullish on railroad stocks. He insists 
that the railroads are making more 
.money than they have made for years 
and that business should get the bene- 
fit of this money before long.

Babson's authorized statement is as 
follows: 
{ "Whatever may happen to the stock 
.market, the fact, nevertheless, remains 
that the railroads are making money, 


fact, more money than they have 


made for years. 
T:ie two hundred 


leading roads should report for the last 
month, for which we have available 
figures, about S550.000.000 gross com- 
pared with about $450.000.000 for the 
corresponding month of last year, thus 
showing an increase of over a hundred 
million. Two thirds of this has been 
eaten up by operating expenses, but 
about forty million is left as an in-1 
crease of net. During the month of| 
May. 1923, 4,873.42" freight cars werei 
loaded compared with 3.S41.6S3 freight] 
cars during May, 1922. The'loading! 
figures for June show a greater in-1 
crease. Truly this is remarkable and' 
a similar situation has seldom happen- 
ed before in the railroad world. This 
means that over a million freight cars 
are being loaded a week. It therefore 
sho-.ys that when the present area of 
business readjustment is completed 
i\nd we are ready to enter a period of 
real prosperity, the railroads are liable 
to..break down as they will be unable 
to care for "the country's business.

hardship upon the Japanese. But it is only 
fair to recall that, tie antipathy which 
exists in parts of the west against the Ja- 
panese is not so much because of racial as 
on account of economic reasons. 
The 


problem is not one of 'inferior* or 'su- 
perior' races. It is not one of color or 
creed. 
Rather it is one of living condi- 


tions and working hours. The Japanese 
are prepared to work longer and harder 
afld live more cheaply than the Ameri- 
cans. 
The natural result is that they 


arouse the jealousy and dislike of the na- 
tives, who see the Japanese prospering 
greatly, acquiring more land, establish- 
ing larger stores, and doing more to 'bet- 
ter* themselves than their white neigh- 
bors." 


It should be added that there is prece- 


dent within the United States itself for 
the calamity likely to overtake a large 
element of the Pacific coast whites if the 
anti-Japanese restrictions are removed. 
Doubtless the Californians know -what 
slave labor and cheap free negro labor 
did to the "poor white*' element-in the 
south. Doubtless they also see reason to 
fear that open competition with the Ja- 
panese might prove even more deadly be- 
cause the Japs are .more -capable and 
more industrious than the negroes were, 
although there would be the same inabil- 
ity to compete with" an alien .race whose 
standards of comfort and living needs are 
pitched upon a scale which the white man 
cannot endure. 
Protective measures of 


the so# objected to by Ambassador Hani- 
hara are an inherent right of nations. Ja- 
pan itself places restrictions upon foreign 
residents, not permitting them to become 
landowners.

ARRIVAL OF THE LITTLE DOCTOR 


A nurse trained in the modern highbrow training 


school receives about as much medical Instruction 
as the physician of a generation ago received. There 
are many excellent physicians and specialists prac- 
ticing today, eminent in their communities or their 
respective fields, who had only two terms of study 
In medical school, and very short and simple terms 
they were. too. There are more who had three 
terms. Nowadays the medical student must first 
have a complete four years high school course, then 
two years of college study, and then four years 
of medical schooling. 
Brooklyn physician asks whether I am aware 


that nurses are engaged in the actual practice of 
medicine nowadays—diagnosing and writing regu- 
lar prescriptions. He mentions a. nurse'who con- 
ducts the hospital or first aid room of a bis bak- 
ery and says she averages 12 prescriptions per 
diem: another in a similar capacity in a. shoe factory 
writes about eight to 10 prescriptions daily at 10 
cents per scribum. There are in the Italian and 
Greek sections of the city, he says. 
The New York state health department, for one 


illustration, not only employs nurses to do the work 
of physicians in the state, but trains nurses espec- 
ially for such work. The bigr hotels, stores and 
manufacturing plants throughout the country employ 
nurses to act as doctors. 
The public schools employ nurses who do more or 


less diagnosing and some little prescribing—not nee 
essarily drugs, though they often do prescribe drugs, 
but treatment for the ailments of pupils who come 
under their care. These little doctors consider it 
entirely proper, and their employers do. too. to pre- 
scribe for minor ailments or for such conditions, as 
the nuses encounter in their daily work. Officially, 
of course, no such nurse would think of doing such. 
a. tring. but they do it and it is all right. The 
school nurse who 'examines a pupil and decides 
whether the pupil shall be excluded from the swim- 
ming pool or allowed to go in swimming with the 
others of the class, diagnoses, does she not? She 
uses her medical skill to determine or decide wheth- 
er the sore throat or coryza or whatever it may be 
is communicable. She doesn't require the guidance 
of a physician for such, trivial matters. 


Xon-adays all kinds of healing cults are appeal- 


ing t-y the public; most of them are finding plenty 
of patrons and supporters. Is it the proper con- 
cern of The medical profession to prevent such cults 
from being exploited? Certainly not. It is the duty 
of the medical profession, however, to warn or in- 
struct the public, then if the public wants to have 
some new fangled healing cult, let the public have 
it. The day of the little doctor is here and nothing 
is ^gained by railing about it. The public likes 'e^! 
that way.

Sterilizing Hair Brushes 


Necessary to sterilize hair brushes before using 


them?—F. G. E.

Answer—Some shipments of bristles from Asia 


carried the spores of bacilli of anthrax into this 
country and spore-lie cases of anthrax in men v/ho 
purchased and used the shavm? brushes made from 
such bristles caused some alarm. Whether hair 
brushes might have been made from_such bristles 
I do not know. Any such brush may be sterilized 
by soaking it in a strong solution of formalin Oi- 
quor formaldehyde.) say one ounce of the stand- 
ard liquor (40 per cent) in six ounces of water, agi- 
tating- the brush occasionally, for 24 hours, then 
rinsing it thoroughly before using it. Hair brushes 
may be sufficiently cleansed ordinarily by a thor- 
ough v/ashing with hot water and soap, and drying 
in the sun if possible—the hair brush s.hould rec«v-> 
such cleansing at least as often as the hair is washed 
or shampooed. A few of the better makes of hair 
brushes are sterilized by boiling without harm.

to prohibition, recognized the question 
as likely to be' the main one of the 
next presidential campaign. 


Plans were made to spend'$2.500.- 


000 v within the year in "an effort to 
control coming legislatures. Congress 
and the White House. Also the drys 
demanded use of the army and navy 
In an attempt to enforce prohibition, 
though Secretaries Weeks and Denby 
of War and Navy declare this would 
be unconstitutional; likewise 
exten- 


sion of the limit of America's terri- 
torial waters from 3 to 12 miles, 
whatever other countries may say. 
\ The wets are organizing to put ev- 
ery candidate on record, as wet or 
dry. concentrating on the election of 
wets and the defeat of drys. regard- 
less of all other considerations, as 
the drys have done so effectively in 
the past. 


Though the wets have not looked 


for Volstead law amendments before 
the next election, regarding the pres- 
ent national legislature as dry. as 
notable a political figure as Senator 
Couzens predicts that 5 per cent beer 
which he declares no more a. stimu- 
lant than tea. coffee or tobacco, -will 
be legalized, at the coming session of 
Congress. 


NOT SATISFIED YET

Goodrich company, to whom he con- 
fided his secret, offered to help him. 


They 
worked 
together 
several 


years. Then Ganmeter withdrew in 
favor of Charles C. Cadden, another 
Goodrich inventor. -A section of the 
Goodrich tire 
plant 
became 
their 


laboratory. 


A machine, crude compared with 


the perfected model, was tried out 
in the Chicago office 
for a 
year. 


Meanwhile 
Gehring 
and 
Cadden 


found much room for improvement. 
They started work again and after- 
six years evolved the sorter now in 
use. 


If the Washington trials prove 


successful, the machine probably will 
be placed in all the larger offices. 
Gehring now makes his headquarters 
in Newark. N. J. 


Sorting is done by hand at pres- 


ent. 
But antiquated methods 
must 


go in the postoffice as well as in oth- 
er business and industry. 


Five clerks work on one machine. 


The operators may sit down while 
on duty. Each has a separate key- 
board, similar to that of a linotype, 
before him. He presses a 
certain 


key and the letter is on its way to a 
compartment. 


The machine, if it survives 
the 


tests, probably will be adopted by 
foreign governments, too.

fact that he did not inoculate the 
seed. 


On a lower level Mr. Luebke has 


another field of alfalfa of last year's 
seeding that shows a. perfect stand 
and luxuriant growth, and promises 
a bumper crop. He seeded six acres 
to alfalfa this spiing for use next 
season. 


Mr. Luebke feeds alfalfa hay as a 


roughage to his rattle, horses, hogs 
and chickens. He says it is no sur- 
prise to see his cattle leave corn sil- 
age and turn* to alfalfa hay 


To provide additional home grown 


feed for his cows, Mr. Luebke sowed 
eight acres of mi-ced peas and oats 
this spring and after harvesting and 
threshing, he intends to grind the 
product into meal. 
In answer to a 


question, he said that when he sowed 
peas alone, he had to mow the crop 
by hand but when he sowed them 
w'ith oats, he could harvest the mix- 
ture with a machine. 


To escape buying oil meal for his 


cows. Mr. Luebke has tried raisins 
flax, and planting ioybeans with his 
silage corn 
He savs that while he 


likes either flax or soybeans as a 
substitute for oil meal, he does not 
favor planting soj beans with corn 
because he loses a large fraction of 
the soybeans in cutting, the two 
grains do not ripen simultaneously, 
and he does not often get the correct 
proportion of soybeans in a cow's ra 
tion He believes that soybpans should 
be made a distinct crop either for 
ha>, silage or meal 
Mr. Luebke is now experimenting 


with sweet clover as pasture for his 
cattle and horses His field was ready 
for use very early this spring and 
since he turned his animals into it. it 
has furnished abundant, nutritative 
pasture for 15 head of cattle and 5 
horses 
Mr. Lu°bke says that for

qualities, 


sweet "clover e\cels any other pasture 
he has tried. 


Alfalfa, sweet clover, red clover. 


soybeans'Xand peas are legumes and 
therefore, nitrogen collecting plants 
for the farm. Thiy not o'nly fit the 
soil tor subsequent crops but they 
supply the feed elements missing 
silage, corn, small gram and ordinary 
•hayl to make a balanced ration for 
dairy cattle and fattening stock.

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DRESSMAKIN G AT HOME 


\ HOW TO SEW SEAMS AND 


FACINGS 


Remember that 
the success of 


dressmaking lies in 
having each 


separate 
feature of 
it well 
done. 


Seams must be straight and sewed 
evenly so that when they are pressed 
they lie perfectly 
flat, and 
while 


worsteds and cottons may be done on 


PRESS SEAMS FLAT 
BEFORE 


the machine, it is generally better to 
sew silk seams by hand. 


French seams are made by sewing 


near the edge on the 
right side of 


the garment, then turning it over 


and running a second seam on that 
side rather further back from the 
edge. Otherwise, seams ,'are finished 
by overcasting their ^dges separately 
or by binding them with a thin silk 
binding, the last mentioned is the 
best method for a beginner to follow, 
and in any case French seams should 
be made only for straight ones. 


Collars, cuffs, and sometimes hems 


require facings 
First, make 
sure 


that the edge of the material to be 
faced is properly shaped and the fac- 
ing edge straight and smooth. Such 
the facing to the edge with the fac- 
ing toward you. then press it back 
carefully, basting it in place. Then 
"cot-stitch" the opposite edge of the 
facing to the garment. Cat-stitching 
is merely catching two materials to- 
gether by taking up only a thread 
or two so that it neither shows 
through nor draws on the right side. 


Facings for necklines are 
either 


shaped to fit without piecing or are 
cut in bias strips, and, if pieced. 


carefully 
matched. 
French facings 


or bindings are' among the most dif. 
flcult feats of dressmaking. 


To bind a neck proceed-as in a fac. 


Ing. except that you do not pull it 
so far on the. other side, but allow 
part of It to show on the right side, 
then catch the edge lightly 
to the 


outer side. 
Usually the binding is 


left soft, meaning unpressed. 
Care 


must bo taken to keep the roll or 
fold it makes of even width all the 
way along. 


For making: a corded edge sew the 


strip of facing as before, then as you 
turn it over to stitch it. insert a cord 
oOthe desired size, baste on the right 
side, drawing the material taut, then 
hem the edge of the. facing or 
else 


overcast 
it. Lastly, machine-stitch 


along the basted line r.i the right 
side. Sometimes, however, it is pre 
ferable to cover 
the cording 
first, 


then sew it on.

• The Gasoline System and Carburetor 


When ycu have trouble in the Rasolinc system, it js well to re- 


member that IT IS RARELY THE TROUBLE LIES IN THE 
CARBURETOR ADJUSTMENT. This trouble can onlv occur when 
an adjustment loosens up, a VERY RARE occurrence. Do not under 
any circumstances start tinkering with the-Carburetor'or alter its 
adjustment, unless you are certain that the' Carburetor requires ad- 
justing. 
If the fault does lie in the gasoline system, it is usually 


caused either by dirt or lint clogging up one of the gasoline screens 
or getting into the spraying nozzle, water in the gasoline, loose con- 
nections at the Vacuum Tank, or an air leak in the Intake Manifold, 
all troubles that can be prevented from occurring very easily. 


At the bottom of the gasoline 


tank there is a drain plug, and 
there is generally a strainer on 
the gasoline line also, to keep 
the dirt and sediment from be- 
ing drawn up to the Vacuum 
Tank. Take out the drain plug 
and draw off all gasoline in the 
tank. 
This will remove ' any 


water or sediment that may have 
collected. If there is a- strainer 
at the gasoline tank, remove it 
ancl see that it is clear. 
Next 


make certain that the small hole 
in the filler cap on the gasoline tank is open. 'If it is blocked up, it 
will cause a vacuum to be created in the tank and prevent the gaso- 
line from flowing through to the Carburetor freely. 


From the tank in the rear, the gasoline is drawn up to the Vacuum 


Tank by the suction of the engine. At the top of the Vacuum Tank 
you will find three tubes, one leading, to the tank at the'rear, one 
leading to the Intake- Manifold, and one small tube called the Vent 
pipe which has the end open. Disconnect the tube from the Vacuum 
tank that leads to the tank in 
the rear, and blow through it 
with an. air pump. 
Next take 


out the small screen at the con- 
nection where the gasoline en- 
ters the Vacuum Tank, and see 
that it is clear. 
See ' that the 


connections on the suction tube 
that leads from the Vacuum 
Tank to the Intake Manifold are 
tight.

Now open the 
drain cock or plug at the bottom of the Vacuum Tank and draw off 
about half a pint of pasoline to remove any sediment that may have 
collected at the bottom of the tank. 


Open' the drain cock or take out the drain plug at the bottom of 


the Float Chamber on the, Carburetor, and drain off some gasoline. 
If there is a strainer at the connection where the gasoline enters the 
Carburetor, take it out and see that it is clear. After cleaning out 
the gasoline system as described, inspect to make certain that all 
connections are tight and are not leaking at any point. This inspec- 
tion of the gasoline system should be made at the beginning of Spring, 
then again at the beginning of the cold weather. 


During the cold weather, most Carburetors are adjusted to deliver 


a. fairly rich mixture, but with the approach of the warm weather, 
the Carburetor can be adjusted to run with'a leaner mixture. If pos- 
sible follow the directions given in'the instruction book yo;- received 
with your car, or better still, have it adjusted by a good 'mechanic or 
the service station. If; however, it is necessary for you to adjust the 
Carburetor yourself; and expert assistance is not available, .-proceed as 
follows: 


Before you attempt to adjust the Carburetor, .test to see that the 


joints between the Intake ManifoiS and Carburetor are tight, and 
ma.ke sure that each cylinder'is firing regularly. 
It is impossible to 


adjust a Carburetor that is not firing on ail cylinders- 
Always let 


the engine run until it is well warmed-up before you start to adjust. 


The illustration shows a typi- 


.cal Carburetor. 
To adjust the 


'Carburetor, first fully retard the 
Spark lever and Throttle until 
the engine turns over slowly. If 
it will not run slow enough when 
the throttle lever on the steer- 
ing wheel is closed all the way . 
down, turn in the stop screw 
you will notice on the throttle 
lever on the Carburetor, to bring 
the engine down to the desired . 
idling speed, and if there is a 
low speed adjustment 
on the 


Carburetor, turn it in or out 
until the engine runs slowly and 
evenly. 


Now set the Spark lever in the normal running position, and open 


up the throttle just enough to keep the engine running at a moderate 
speed. 
Next if high speed adjustment -has- lock nut, loosen it. then 


turn down screw until engine begins to lose- speed and shows 
signs of stopping and pops back in the Carburetor, indicating a very 
weak or lean mixture, then turn the adjusting screw back, listening 
to the engine as it picks up speed, stopping when further turning of 
the screw docs apt increase the speed of the engine. Now advance 
the spark lever right up, and open the throttle wide open for just a 
second or so. The engine should respond instantly, and at the same 
time, the smoke from the exhaust should_bc practically colorless (blue 
or white smoke is caused by too much oil). 
If the smoke is BLACK 


and smells strongly of gasoline, then the adjustment must be turned 
back until not a trace of black smoke comes from the exhaust when 
you open the throttle wide for a second or so. When you have the 
correct adjustment, tighten the lock nut so that the adjusment will 
not shift.
